DAILY HEALTH HINT. 


CONTROL OF CONTAGION (1). 


one of the most important services per- 
formed by city governments is the munici- 
pal control of contagion, Such control, 
whee wisely and intelligently directed, is 
ef ineslculable value te the people from 
the dollars and cents standpoint alone, to 
say nothing of the humanity side of the 
question. The important phases ef mu- 
micipal control are: Reporting, inspeo- 
tion, quarantine, disinfection, and, in some 
cases, care and treatment. The first re- 
quirement, and which is all important, is 
that all cases of contagion be promptly re- 
ported to centralized health authority. To 
illustrate; Suppose that typhoid fever 
breaks out in 4 family that has been using 
Water from 4 contaminated well, If the 
case is promptly reported it is certain that 
the source of the infection will be discov- 
ered and the further spread of the disease 
promptly checked. Left unreported, it is 
equally certain there will be more cases 
and probably a neighborhood epidemic, with 
ite attendant suffering and loss of both lives 
and money.

Springfield, III., April 1.—[{Spectal.}--Any 
fear which prominent citisens of corporate 
connections or public spirit may have had 


regarding the intention of the present legis- 


lature to put its shoulder to the wheel and 
to help along ‘in the progress of mankind 
was chased away today. 

The captains of industry, the commodores 
of peaceful arts and crafts, the prime min- 
isters of finance, and the monarchs of the 
business world may lift up their voices and 
rejoice. 

Not by any means is the Forty-sixth gen- 
eral assembly unmindful of its duty to the 
state. It has been delayed a bit. The sena- 


torlal deadlock has occupied the legislative 


mind to such an extent that the statesmen 
were not able until now to turf their atten- 
tion to the demands of the material inter- 
ests of the commonwealth. 

To the credit of the Democratic side of 
the house it must be.said that when the 
legislative mind did turn to its paramount 
duty the activity was mostly on the minority 
side. a 


Cabbage to Bloom in Native State. 

A large trunk of bills which had ‘been 
prepared by Democratic statesmen was 
opened today. In consequence sixty-two 
measures of importance and interest were 
introduced and the business world wili be 

relieved of any anxiety which may have 
troubled it. 

Owing to the haste with which the elev- 
enth hour reform movement was conducted 
it is barely possible that something of great 
moment hag been overlooked. At first a so- 
licitous investigator feared that nothing to 
regulate the production of ham hocks and 
cabbage had been presented, but this fear 
was removed by the discovery of a bill per- 
mitting the use of wood smoke for the cure 
of the aforesaid hocks and forbidding the 
use of deleterious substances, Cabbage, 
being a work of nature and not of art, will 
be permitted to bloom in its native state. 

Anything else which may have been over- 
looked will be given the attention of the 
legislators tomorrow, the last day for the 
introduction of bills in the house, or later 
when there is no doubt that unanimous con- 


gent can be obtained for remedial] measures 
which.

Pure Shoe” Bill Only One Missing. 

As nearly as ft has been possible to deter- 
mine there is only one bill missing, and that 
is the meritorious measure to prevent the use 
of brown paper as a substitute for leather in 
the manufacture of shoes. The pure shoe”’ 
bill has not been discovered. 

Ordinarily the bills which the state expects 
from its lawmakers reach the clerk’s office 
in leisurely fashion, coming separately and 
not in a flock. On account of the extraordi- 
nary conditions created this year nothing 
much was done until yesterday, when a few 
notable measures, such as the bill to require 
all trolley wires to be underground by 
July 1, 1909. came in, and until today, when 
the remainder of the uplift efforts came to 
the surface. 

Merely by way of incidental reference it 
may be stated that at a late hour tonight the 
persons in Springfield who make It a business 
to supply corporations and business men 
with interesting developments at the state 
capitol, are still at work. They hope to be 
able to have most of the measures copied and 
sent to the captains of industry by the first 
of next week.

The decision of the ways and means com- 
mittee to abandon the proposed tariff on tea 
and coffee, which was made known today, 
and the understanding that the lumber and 
hide schedules are to be given due atten- 
tion, has satisfied most of the delegation. 

The Illinois members were almost the first 
of the state delegations that agreed to the 
plan of Speaker Cannon and his lieutenants, 
and on account of the docile attitude shown 
by them and the decision to follow the pro- 
cession they are being neid up by the speak- 
er as a model band of congressmen. Their 
example is urged upon those delegations 
which seem inclined to wage a fight and not 
leave to the ways and means committee the 
final decision as to what shall be mentioned 
in the rule which will he imposed at the close 
of the debate on the Payne measure. 


Not a Hand to Save Women. 


Not a finger ts to be raised by the IIlinolsans, 
so far as can be learned, against the stock- 
ing, glove, and linen schedules, although 
some of them have openly expressed their 
regret that an outrageous raise 6f duty is to 
be imposed. The conference in the room of 
Speaker Cannon on Tuesday did its work and 
the slogan, be a good Republican and fol- 
low the crowd.“ has done its congealing of 
feety Representative Madden of Chicago to- 
day pooh-poohed the agitation concerning 
schedules affecting women, evidence of which 
he is daily receiving in his mail. 

“I favor the furnishing of means to pur- 
chase every commodity in this country that 
can be purchased here instead of abroad.“ 
said he, and. far from believing that the 
iperease of duty on gloves and hosiery will 
serve to increase their price to the con- 
sumer, I assert that those commodities will 
be as cheap, if not cheaper, as soon as the 
factories of the land get to work under the 
encouragement they are to receive from con- 
gress. 

Speaker Cannon was just as emphatic, if 
not more so. He gave evidence of having 
some strong ideas on the matter after he had 
digdainfully fingered an envelope full of clip- 
pings on glove and hosiery tariff from Tue 
TRIBUNE, sent to him by a large mercantile 
establishment of Chicago, but he refused to 
be quoted . 

The speaker, like nearly all Illinois con- 
gressmen who are receiving letters from the 
women on the subject of the glove and 
hosiery tariff, is giving the missives scant 
attention. 

One of the letters addressed to Speaker 
Cannon today came fromm Mrs. W. F. Hoig 
secretary of the Woman's club of srookfield. 
Ill. It set forth the fact that the club had 
adopted resolutions of protest against the 
imposition of increased schedules concerning 
stockings, linens, and gloves. 


‘Reductions Called Huge Jokers. 

The Payne bill came in for its usual con- 
demnation from the Democrats today, the 
reductions being characterized as pretexts 
and shams and the bill as a whole as “a 
huge Mephistophelean joker.“ 

The method of preparation, consideration, 
and probable passage of the bill was the 
basis of a speech made by Mr. De Armond of 
Missouri. Good judgment, fairness, and pa- 
triotism should be made the basis of the for- 


mation of a tariff law, he said, not mere par- 


tisanship. The Payne bill, he declared, 
should have been considered by the ways and 
means committee and not by the Republican 
members alone. 

The whole question now in the minds of 
those who have presumed to take charge of 
affairs in the house, he asserted, was not how 
to improve the bill but how to get the bill 
through with the least change by the dan- 
gerous consumers ’’"—the members of the 
house. He declared it to be his right tarvote 
on every schedule in the bill, and protested 
against his district being deprived of a vote, 
as he said was proposed by the Republican 
leaders. 

Mr. De Armond charged, in supporting the 
proposition for free lumber, that the lumber 
schedule of the Payne bill was designed 
either for special interests or the committee 
was deceived. 


Duty on Iron Ore Urged. 

A long discussion of the steel business, es- 
pecially as it would be affected By the free 
admission of iron ore, was presented by Mr. 
Young of Michigan, who urged that a duty 
should be placed on the ore. He also opposed 
placing hides and coal on the free list and 
contended that the countervailing duty on 
coffee and the duty on tea should be stricken 
from that measure. 

Mr. Young criticised the testimony given 
beforethe ways and means committee by An- 
drew Carnegie and said that one of the prin- 
cipal reasons urged for placing iron ore on 
the free list is the assumed fact, based 
largely on some loose statements made by Mr. 
Carnegie at the first conservation congress, 
that our iron ore was approaching exhaus- 
tion. No greater mistake could be made. 
Instead of a scarcity of iron ore in this coun- 
try, the amount known to exist is so enor- 
mous as almost to stagger belief. 

He said it is estimated that 276,000,000,000 
tons of iron ore exist in Michigan, Wisconsin, 
and Minnesota. 


Attack on Women Rebuked. 
The Republican members of the ways 
and means committee in the preparation of 
this bill, aimed a deliberate and premeditated 
blow at the American woman,“ declared Mr. 
Burnett of Alabama. Mr. Burnett discussed 
false teeth, hosiery, garters, and other ap- 
parel for n, which, he said, these gen- 
tlemen ha ve unblushingly pat in the bill, and 
I would be recreant to my duty to Amer- 
ican ‘womanhood were I not to hold the 
offendérs up to righteous indignation and 
scorn.” 

Though not surprised at some of the more 
anclent members of the committee, he said, 
he was shocked at the unprovoked treatment 
accorded women all through the bill by the 
“ princely young gentleman from Ohio,“ Mr. 
Longworth, “the gallant and chivalrous 
gentleman from West Virginia,’’ Mr. Gaines; 
the fiery and impetuous youth from Michi- 
gan, Mr. Fordney, and the committee baby 
from Washington,” Mr. Cushman. 


Tariff Debate in Senate. 

What turned out to be a general debate 
on the tariff was a feature of the senate pro- 
ceedings today on Senator Bacon's resolution 
favoring the consideration of tariff jegisia- 
tion by the full committee on finance instead 
of by the Republican members of that com- 
mittee only. 

Senator Aldrich insisted that the procedure 
adopted in this case was similar to that which 
had been the practice of the senate for fifty 
years in dealing with tariff measures, and he 
added that the same method was adopted in 
handling the Wilson tariff bili tor Wien 
he said a substitute was framed by a sub- 
committee composed of Democrats.

high joint commission which endeavored to 
settle matters in dispute between the United 
States and Canada was a most excellent one. 
„ He was intensely American and yet never 
antagonized the people with whom he was 
negotiating, and although the conferences 
never resulted in much, the understanding 
between the United. States and Canada, and 
more particularly between the Unjted States 
and Great Britain, which grew out of the 
work of the high joint commission, hae re- 
sulted in a vast amount of good, the agree- 
ment on the Alaskan boundary, among other 
things, being one of the results of the origi- 
nal work of the commission. Besides that 
the former vice president has ample means 
and understands the gentle art of hospitali- 
ty to an extraordinary degree. 

If President Taft desires to get out of the 
rut of politics he could easily pick out an- 
other college president like Nicholas Murray 
Butler of Columbia, an inventor like Thomas 
Edison or Alexander Graham Bell. either of 
two serious minded writers, William Dean 
Howells or Henry James, a great railroad 
man like J. J. Hill, or a captain of industry 
of the Andrew Carnegie type. 


Might Wait for Roosevelt. 


Most remarkable of all, quite a number of 
people are wondering whether the president 
might not hold the place open for a while to 
see whether a distinguished American citizen 
now en route to the jungles of Africa might 
not consent after a while to consider the pos- 
sibility of accepting an appointment which 
is in no sense political, but which; on the 
other hand, embraces as much dignity and 
honor as anything in our American political 
system. There is no precedent for an ex- 
president becoming a diplomatic appointee 
of his successor, but Mr. Roosevelt never has 
been concerned about precedents, and after 
he has slain his portion of British lions in 
Africa he might be willing to negotiate direct 
with the British lion in Britain. : 

That he would be immensely popular there 
goes without saying, and that Mr. Roosevelt 
has an extraordinary diplomatic sense is 
something which is well known here in 
Washington, although it is not always ap- 
preciated on the outside. In our various ne- 
gotiations with Venezuela, San Domingo, 
Japan, Germany, Russia, and other countries

Besides that, he would 
be safely out of the country during the period 
of the Taft administration, although he 
would be 80 close at hand that he could re- 
turn promptly to this side of the Water if his 
presence seemed to be overwhelmingly nec- 
essary.

SAYS IT HELPS FARMERS. — 


Declares Canada. Alone Would 
Benefit by Admitting For- 
est Products Free.

A protest against the repeal of the tariff 
on lumber, as proposed in the Payne tariff 
bill; has been made by Edward Hines, presi- 
dent of the Edward Hines Lumber company, 
in an explanatory letter to THE TRIBUNE. 

Mr. Hines declares any radical revision in 
the tariff at the present time would affect the 
lumber industry to such an extent that a 
general business depression probably — 
result. He asserts also that “ for every foot 
of lumber,that comes from Canada to the 
United States 80 per cent of the price is a 
loss to the American people in labor, farm 
supplies, and railroad transportation,” 

That Canada will not reciprocate any tariff 
revision by this government is also claimed 
by Mr. Hines. -He speaks of the present em- 
bargo on the exportation of logs with which 
Canada has succeeded in closing up a large 
number of sawmills in northern Michigan. 
This embargo in itself, it is said, has been 
the result of thousands of American mechan- 
ics a laborers being thrown out of employ- 


men 
‘Prohibitive Duties in Canada. 

„Canada has particularly enforced this 
embargo to protect her home citizene,”’ writes 
Mr. Hines. “It would seem such a lesson 
would be heeded by congress in giving to 
the American manufacturer, the American 
laborer, farmer,.etc., equal prot n in 
keeping out Canadian lumber. On account of 
the excessive duties levied by Canada, the 
American farmer cannot market any of his 
products in Canada, No American ma- 
chinery can be exported into Canada on ac- 
count of the prohibitive duties. 

„Therefore, what practical reasons can 
be advanced for the present tariff being in 
any way lowered and any further induce- 
ments offered Canada, with absolutely no 
ing offered in return in the way of reciprocal 
relations? Why lower the tariff on lumber, 
averaging only about 10 per cent ad valorem, 
as compared with an average of over 40 per 
cent on all other commodities, lumber having 
the smallest tariff of any of the principal 
commodities imported into this country?“ 

Mr. Hines deciares the taking off of the 
tariff on himber would in no way benefit the 
farmer, but on the contrary would have a 
tendency to injure him. 


Says Prices of Lumber Are Low. 

“The sort of lumder used for ordipary 
building purposes, and particularly on tile 
farm,"’. Mr. Hines writes. could not possi- 
bly be imported from Canada into the great 
agricultural states and be sold at as low a 
price as the retail dealers in these districts 
are able to purchase their lumber for from 
the American manufacturers in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, or from the great timber 
manufacturing districts of the south. Over 
90 per cent of the) lumber used in the great 
agricultural! states comes from the south, and 
at a price which the Canadian operator could 
not possibly meet in competition. —

AGED COUPLE MURDERED: 
ROBBERS, BURN THE BODIES.

Neighbors Find Charred Corpses Buried 
in) Cellar — Big Sum of Money Fur- 
nishes the Motive. 


Toledo, O., April 1.—[Special. J—Robbera 
beat and killed an aged couple living near 
this city some time last night or early today 
and then burned the home containing their 
bodies in an effort to hide the crime.

CRANE AGAIN AIDS SCHOOLS 


Restores Twenty-four Manual 
Training Scholarships. 


MEETS NEED FOR TEACHERS. 


Complaint Is Made Against Cooley’s 
| Schedule for ‘Salaries. 


The problem of supplying efficient manual 
training teachers for the new technical high 
schools and manual training departments in 
the public schools of Chicago progressed a 
long way toward solution yesterday. At a 
meeting of the school management commit- 
tee of the board of education, the announce- 
ment was made that R. T. Crane, head of the 
Crane company, would reinstate the twenty- 
four scholarships, valued at $300 each, for 
students in the manual training department 
of the Chicago Normal school, or virtually 
make a gift of $7,200 a year for the benefit 
of the school system. 

The reinstatement of the Crane scholar- 
ships was brought about through the efforts 
of Robert M. Smith, supervisor of manual 
training. In 1907 Mr. Crane established the 
scholarships for graduates of the Crane Tech- 
nical High school who wished to fit them- 
selves for teachers of manual training 
branches. In two years, the demand for 
manual training teachers ceasing, the 
scholarships were withdrawn. 


Explains Demand to R. T. Crane. 

With the building of the new Lane Tech- 
nical High school, with similar schools con- 
templated, and with the establishment of 
manual training departments in the regular 
high schools, teachers and instructors have 
be obtained with increasing. difficulty. 

The scholarships will be open to graduates 
of the four year course at the Crane and Lane 
Technical High schools. They ¢arry the un- 
derstanding that the beneficiary is to fit him- 
self for a teacher of manual training in the 
Chicago schools. 

Several indignant teachers appealed to have 
corrected salary discrepancies which have 
resulted since the report of former Supt. 
Cooley, changing the salary schedule system, 
went into effect. Mr. Cooley's plan to elim- 
inate the double year system and to ad- 
vance the grade of teachers was declared by 
Clyde P. Lamar, teacher in the Medill High 
school, to have had the effect of advancing a 
class of teachers over others who had pre- 
viously passed the same examinations. 


Suffers Under Cooley Plan. 

He declared that a teacher who had passed 
after he himself had qualified would get $70 
a month more than himself for the next five 
years. 

Secretary Lewis E. Larson explained that 
the same complaint might be found in every 
echool and that the elimination of the dou- 
ble year promotional basis would place

He insisted 
that the places to which he took the boys 
were not of immoral character and that he 
had intended to help the boys, not to harm 
them. 

That was his attitude when charges were 
first filed against him by members of a choir 
organization of young boys, and when his 
case was heard by an ecclesiastical comma 
sion headed by Judge Jesse Holdom of the 
Appellate court. The two ministerial mem- 
bers of this body found for their colleague, 
but Judge Holdom sent to Bishop C. P. An- 
derson a dissenting or minority opinion which 
was not made public. 


Wayman Takes Up Case.

Between 450 and 500 em- 
ployés, including about 50 women and girls 
emplo in the canning departments, 
obeyed the strike order. Nearly 200 of the 
strikers are nonunion workers. 

While the grocery employés were walking 
out and preparing for a finish ght with 
their employers, efforts were made looking 
to an early reéstablishment of peace in the 
building trades on strike. Seventy-five firms 

signed the new scale of $5.50 a day with the 
striking electricians Bos twenty concerns 
agreed to pay the scale of $5.60 a day de- 
manded by the journeymen steamfitters. 


Settle with Employers. 

The ‘steamfitters’ h practically set- 
tled with their employers, though the latter 
will refuse to sign the advanced scale until 
a settlement has been made with the journey - 
men.

Cold Storage Bili Is Geskewisch’s. 

Representative Geskewisch produced the 
cold storage bill, which in many long para- 
graphs demands that goods be stamped when 
they are put in storage, and that they show 
the date of their entrance, and that no un- 
drawn poultry be stored. 

Representative McConnell devoted his at- 
tention to the pure food question, and 
brought forth a bill forbidding the use of 
preservgefives other than common salt, wood- 
smoke, sugar, vinegar. and condiments. 

Representative Adkins introduced the bill 
to prohibit the purchase of milk, cream, 
poultry, eggs, or grain in one community for 
a higher price than paid for it in another for 
the purpose of creating a monopoly, or ruin- 
ing a competitor.

Frat Bill Provides Restrictions. 

By request Representative Holaday intro- 
duced the bill which wouid permit the estab- 
lishment of high school fraternities under re- 
strictions for the third and fourth years of 
the school. His bill would not permit the 
use of fraternity houses but would give the 
principal of the schoo! the right to deajgnate 
the place of meeting in the schoolhouse and 
the right to bar pupils from membership if 
they fell below a certain standard of schol- 
‘ arship.

Hundreds of Prisoners Returned from 
Mines, Turpentine Factories, and 
Brickyards to Work on Roads. 


Atlanta, Ga., April 1—Georgia’s convict 
lease system ended at sunrise today and hun- 
dreds of prisoners, taken from mines, brick 
kilns, and turpentine factories, returned to 
the service of the state. 

Georgia has no penitentiary. For years her 
convicts have been leased to the mines, the 
brick kilns, and the factories, where private 
greed sometimes defnanded and collected the 
last ounce of, human endeavor. The 1,600 
prisoners now! will work on the public roads. 
Most of them are blacks of a low order of 
intelligence, sentenced for every conceivable 
‘en 

shackled and ironed, the convicts

ers were at most of the stockhdes and led the 
blacks in their impromptu praise service.
